Fraser Eiver Still Rlsiiifif, aud tho 
Situation Practically 
UucLaiipetl. 

Govei'umeut Doing the Utmost to Ex 
! tend Help to Distressed 
Settlers* 

Mission Bridgre Still Standing, But No 
Railway Commtinlcation Yet 
Bstablished.

Though the assurance was given by the 

C. P. R. Wodnesdoy night that ut loaat a 
portiou of the long delayed iiiailB for the 
const would 1)0 got through laat evening, 
none arrived. It is now piomiaed that oon- 
neution will bo accomplished to day, but the 
fulfilment of the promise will be diilicult, 
aiethe waters are still rising all along; the line. 
High water mark of IKH'2 has been roaohod 
and pataed, and still tho Hood mounts high- 
er. No further loss of life is reported, and 
the situation generally remains unobanged. 
The settlers on the lowlands are awaiting 
tUe arrival of relief with what patience they 
CE^n command. Tho railway offioIalB are 
exerting themselves to the utmost to re- 
open tho avenues of communication in their 
charge, and all aro anxiously watching for 
Bome indioation that tho olimai haa been 
reached. The Fruser at North Bond is now 
a full foot higher than in tho memorable 
flood of 1882, and still rising ; while 
higher water is reported from Misaion, 
Matfqui, Liingley, Chilliwock, West- 
minster and other points in the 
inundated diatrict. The railway company 
have been forced to a tacit acknowledg- 
ment that tho aid of stbamora must be en- 
listed for the present to connect the various 
links of the service, and the Transfer left 
WostmiQater yesterday morning for the 
Mission, intending to ojnueot at Ruby 
creek, where she will receive the mails for 
delivery at the Royal City; thenoethey will 
be brought down to Victoria by the Islander 
to-day. The latter steamer leaves port 
this morning and baa orders to render any 
assistance possible to the settlers in the dis- 
tressed dlatriot. When the Premier wont 
through Plumper Pass last evening at 4 the 
steamer R P. Rithet, which had been or- 
dered to Mission to act as ferry for pasaen- 
gera and mails, was atill lying at the wharf 
storm bound. There are now upwards of 
2.")0 passengers at Vancouver awaiting an op 
portunity to get through; contrary to expec- 
tations no train went out ' yeat,erday 
though a strong effort will be made to send 
one away at !) tbia morning, the euminer 
arrangement going into effect to-day. The 
reports brought back by the Tranafer on her 
return to Weatminstor from up-rivor ports 
yesterday, were dramatic in the extreme, 
though woefully diatreaaing, Tho whole 
eottlcment of Matsqui is now under 
water to tho foothilla, dykes and 
briilgea are gone, aud the people 
are living in tho upper atoriea of their 
desolated homes, stopping from aeooud floor 
windowa into their rowboats when it ie 
neceaaary for them to move about. Al 
Hatzic tho Transfer sailed up over farms 
and fenoea, aoroaa the slough, Hatzic 
bridge and tho dyke, and tied up 
to tho riila of the C. 1'. R. 
truck. Tho principal work of the 
day was tho rescuing of cittle and stock of 
all kinds, an undertaking accomplished with 
Qiuoh diffiouliy. All or almost all the 
small bridges, barns, fences, farm imple- 
ments and outbuildings are out now, and 
the desolation of the fertile valley is com 
plote. 

From llic Scene of Danger. 

Mission Ji'Nctio.v, May 31. — (Special.) — 
The steamer Trunafor, on her way up to 
Ruby Creek to bring by way of tho Fraser 
river tho paaaengera and mails delayed for 
eight days by the destruction of tho CP. R. 
track in that neighborhood, along tho way 
waa called upon for mony an act of relief of 
tho flood s'uiTerers, for thouuh proceeding in 
a hurry upon a special errand, her captain 
did not ignore or treat with unconcern the 
numerous signala of diatreaa made by anxi- 
ous waiters at all poaaiblo atoppin,' places. 

Tho Colonist special reporter prooeoding 
on his trip through the flooded diatrict, took 
tho ateamcr at L;u)(;ley, the puaition of 
affdira at which place waa described yester- 
day, and twenty-four houra having brought 
no change oavc a rise of four inohea in the 
water, making it now about six inches be- 
low the high water mark of 1882. 

Above Langley on the right, aeceuding 
tho bank, there are a conatant sucocaaion of 
small farm houses in oonnootion with hold- 
inga on the lower level, ond theoo buildings 
were all found to be surrounded by water, 
seoniingly atanding far out, in tho stream, 
Tho wagon roads skirting the stream are 
washed away in so many places that they 
ore altogether Impassable, and Langley ia in 
conaequenoe aooessiblo only by stonmera. 

Accustomed as all had become to the far- 
outstretohing waters which had been passed, 
they proved as notbiog oompared to tbedeao- 
lation of the scene at Mission Oity.whero tho 
vessel arrived about 4 o'olook in the after- 
noon. At this point the Frasor river ia 
spanned by a mighty wooden bridge, over 
which passes tho traffic of the Whatcom 
branch of tho C. P. R- This bridge is about 
three quartera of a mile long, inoluding tres- 
tle work approaches, and past Its southern 
end run, or runa, for it still 
atunda, t/ne Mataqui dyko, extending 
three iiiiloa and a half in each (lirootion 
up and down tho river, hi.viug been iiiado 
to protect the low-lyiug fcrtiiu huui on the 
aouth aide from the encroachmenl nf the 
tide. Tho dyko ia a moiit Quli.itniitiiil look- 
ing affiiir, being about twelve feet wide at tho 
base and aix feet at tho top; mailo of aolid 
earth, heavily packed, and well bonded, it 
otiKid quite out of the water on both sidea, 
open to cniiHiant inapectlon. l<>or ainco the 
flood of iho Frafcor coinnionced lo touch its 
buae, watchimn have been on tho lookout 
for any aign of u-eaknesa. Soon after day 
light Monday morning, a email leak was 
disoovered. 

This rapidly became a serious broaoh, 
ttud the settlors on the land from which 
proteotiou was thus withdrawn were hastily 
notiliod, and commenced tho work nf Hit- 
ting with thoir live stock, most of which 
has now boon brought to tho high land on 
tho Mission eido with little loss. 

During Monday there wore breaks in 
several ether places, A mile and a half 
below, the railway bridge gave way, so 



that now the water inside is almost 
up to the level of tho Fraser, which 
will no doubt reach lo-morrow the level 
lands for three or fonr miles along tho com- 
plete length of tho dyke. All this land ia 
covered with a groat depth of water. For- 
tunately a great part of this tract is not 
occupied, being still held for sale by non- 
resident owners, but there were about a 
thousand acres under crop, tho crops of 
courao being totally destroyed, while the 
occupants eufror heavy daniago to buildinga 
aud tho carrying away of moveables, 
Tbe I'rlncliiul SiiircrerB. 

iuoludo : 

H. F. Pigs, one of tho djking commis- 
sioners, wbo had 150 acres onder orop and 
largo herds of oattle, 

Embro Uros., two young men who came 
from Uaghnd four years ago, ond by unre- 
mitting energy had got their farm into com- 
fortable oonditlon, with 50 acres cropped, 
lose nearly all tbe fruits of their toil. 

Applebe.; Bros,, C. J. Sim, Wm. Elliott, 
A. H. Howell, C. B. Sword and T. H. Mor- 
shon aro among tho oihor heavy losera, and 
there were probably twouty-five settlers be- 
aidos who have lost severely through the 
misfortune, 

The dyke has been completod sinco 1889, 
but this was the firat occasion when it was 
tried. It seems simply to have not been 
strong enough, and tho report that tho 
break occurred at a opot weakened by 
cutting for drainage purposes, is said to 
have been wholly without foundation. 
What the owcora of thg dyked lands will do 
now, they have not determined. Some who 
have lost all tho capital aro greatly dis- 
couraged, but others urge repairing aud 
strengthening throughout, in confidenoo 
that with thia extra precaution the fertile 
prairie which the dyko oncloaos will soon 
repay thonj. 

A meeting of all interested ia to be held 
at un early day. One has only to viait the 
vicinity of the Mission bridge to realize the 
gravity of tho interruption of railroad traf- 
fic and tho inipoBsibility of immediate re- 
sumptian of through traius on either side of 
tho bridge. There was several hundred 
yards of high embankment leading up to 
the bridge level ; the unusual pressure of 
the water from tho awoUen river, charged 
with the immense inaaa of debria, has under- 
mined ar budily driven away tbe earth and 
gravel at this embankment, and at many 
places only the rails are supporting the ties 
on their place.

and cannot get off on either side. The 
worst feature of the affair is that until the 
water aubsidea it will be diilicult or impossi- 
lilo to proceed with the work of replacing 
these embankments as now it is rushing 
like a mill stream through the gaps on the 
MatEquisido of tho bridge. 

Not only is the embankment carried 
away as described, but further on, where 
track is laid on a lower level, it is for two 
or three miles under water, and the aottlera 
rounding up their atray oattle were to-day 
rowing boata across the inviaible line of the 
railway. Thia is on th atpart nf the track 
which crossed country guarded by tho dyko. 

The railway interruptions juat noted aro 
all on the Whatcom branch which 
separates from tho main line at Mission 
though on the main line a few milos oast of 
this point there ie also a very serious wash- 
out on Hatzic slough. This has now been 
repaired. The great bridge at Mission is no 
longer considered to bo in danger, as it is 
not thought that much more drift will come 
down, but a gang of men are still watching 
it. Mission t/uwnsite is fur under water, 
tho buildings there being approachable only 
by row boan, but the 0. P. R. station and 
tho Bellevuo hotel, which aro situated on 
tho high land aro well out of tho water, and 
consequently favorite gathering places, 
where notes of tbe losses suffered are com- 
pared. 

The f.ovcrnnient Uellcf Fleet. 

Wkstminstek, May HI. — (Special.) — Pre- 
mier Davio made a flying trip here to-day 
for the purpose of inquiring closely into tho 
Hood situaiion, and ascertaining in] what 
direction Government aid could be most 
advantageously applied. Ho leareed that 
there wore about 200 head of cattle on 
Barnston island in imminent danger of per- 
ishing, and at once engaged tho steamer 
Courser to proceed there, with scows on 
which to convey the cattle ti 
tho higher land. Mr. James Wis 
wiia put in charge of tho ateamer, whioh 
under hia direction will proceed to what 
ever portiona.of tho district moat require it 
Borvice for the relief of distress or the saving 
of property. Tho Trunafor and Gladys have 
alao been chartered by tho Government 
and with the Courser form tho relief fleet, 
whioh is doing excellent work. 

Q'he water came up another two and u half 
inches to-day, and at high tide the level of 
the Fraser was only seven and a half inches 
below high water mark of 1882 The situa 
tion up ond down the river is unchanged 
Tho general impression in the flooded dis- 
tricts is that the worst is over,|and tho sett 
lers and othero can do nothing now but 
wait patiently for the waters to enbside 
The cattle have been removed to places of 
safety and the Uvea of the settlers are not 
now in danger. Aboat all the darosge pos 
sible bos been done, unless the river should 
rise two or three feet above the 1882 mark, 
when the oonsc qnnnoes would be very dis- 
asteroua. 

The new bridge jnat oompleted on the 
North Arm at Richmond is shaky. The 
water has sooured out the fillings round the 
piles and there is danger of the structure 
sustaining Bcrious damage, if tho aoouring 
continues. Tho water rose lo the 1882 mark 
at Bon Accord last night. The wirea are 
still down botwoen Agassiz and Yalo and no 
report of tho water at the latter point could 
bo obtained. Dispatches, however, came 
through from North liend thia morning 
They wore carried by hand In Vale aud 
then by canoe to Ruby 'Jrei;k, from where 
they wore wired. Thia meapagu utaled that 
tho water in the Fraoer at North Bend when 
it left was a foot higher than in 1882 and 
Htill rifting. Tho railway line is open from 
North Bend to Spence'a Bridge. 

The v/ater roHO laat night tourteen inches 
over thoC.P.R. track thrco miles west of 
Miaaion, hut traina paoaed through theflnod 
without dilliculty. The aituution at Mis- 
aion waa unchanged to-day. The bridge is 
atill stiinding, thouu'h tho approachea on 
both aides aro partially washed out, Tho 
Fraser iu still pouring through breaks in the 
Matsqui dyke on to the prairio, whioh is 
covered to a depth ranging from ouo to ten 
foot. 

Tho atoamnr Gladys orrived down from 
ChilliwBok ond iutetmcdiate points thiu 
evoniDg. Sho brought little nows to add to 
what haa already been told. The( water

CHIEF .1 USTICE COLEBIDGB. 

Serious IllneBs Will Probably Necessitate His 
Jietlri'iueiit— The Eminent .lurlst's 
Condition Daujjerous. 

LoNDO.N, May ,'!l. — Rumors were exten- 
sively circulated to-day that the right Hon. 
Lord Chief Justice of England haa tendered 
his resignation to Lord Roaebery. The 
rumor alao took the form that tho eminent 
jurist had intimated to a member of the 
cabinet that he had reluctantly arrived at 
the conclusion that hio long tenure of ser- 
vice to his country was practically ended 
and that he felt it incumbent on him to an- 
nounce that the posaibility of his resuming 
hia position on tho bench waa remote. At 
Lord Coleridge's residence in Bolgrave 
Sijuare no confirmation or denial of tho re- 
port could be obtained. It was admitted, 
however, that for nearly a month past 
tho Lord Chief Justice had been confined 
to bed with a serious internal disorder 
and that for the past ten days his condition 
has been serious and that his medical atten- 
dant Dr. John Cavendish Hale has conaldered 
it necessary to call Sir William Broadbenb 
the eminent specialist into daily conaalta- 
tion. It waa alao atated that although hia 
condition had in a measure improved, it 
would be Imposaible even under the most 
favorable oiroumstatioes for the Lord Chief 
Justioe to leave hia bed for aeveral weeka. 
These developments oreated a sensation aa 
the faot of hia Lordship's illnesa bad been 
concealed from the public. 



Y.M.G.A. JUBILEE. 

Intomattonal Convention— OpenlQe Service to 
be Held In Westminster Abbey— Becep- 
tlOD by American Delegates. 

London, M&y 31. — Delegates to the great 

international and Jubilee oonvention of 
Young Men's Christian Aasoctations are 
rounding up hero to-day preparatory to tho 
opening of the Convention to-morrow morn- 
ing. Tho American delegates gave a oon- 
vorsoziono at the Cannon Street Hall last 
night, at whioh many of tho dolegatea from 
England and the continent were prosont. 
George Williams, the founder of the Y. M. 
C.A., was the special guoet ot honor. Dis- 
tinguished attentions are being paid by tbe 
local committee to Hon. John Wanamaker; 
Rev. Theo. L, Cuyler. F. P. RavMle, J. E. 
Defabaugh, and others of the American 
delegates. The arrivals to-day inoludeil 
■200 delegates jfroro Germany, ISO from 
Sweden, 75 from Holland, 100 from France, 
150 from the United States, from the Ana- 
tralian oolonies and other parts. The Inter- 
national committee decided to get out a 
Jubilee medal in honor of the oonvention. 
The opening eervices to-morrow will tako 
place in Westminster Abbey aud 
tho demand for tickets ia ennrmoua. 
Right. Hon. Dr. Temple, Lord Bishop 
of London will deliver un address to 
tho delcgatca. To-morrow evening ihe vener- 
able Geo. Williams will give his reminisoen- 
cea of tho founding of tho Y.M.C A. which 
aro to bo incurporatnd into the o£Bolal his- 
tory of the organization.

Yesterday beinj; iho onnivoraary of the 
death of Joan of Arc, deputationa ficm 
eevernl Masonic lodguB placed a larne flural 
wreu!h upon the alatuo of the Maid of Or- 
leans in the T\uo dea I'iramidca, Paris. The 
wrcalh was inscribed: "To ■loan of Arc, 
abindoned by royalty, burned by the 
church." The wording waa seen by u num- 
ber of young Catholics, who gathired in a 
body and made a daoh for the atatue. I'ho 
Miaous had in the nmauwhilo rcasdenibled, 
and Ik free (ighl occurred, during which 
b icka were freely used. Finally the pnlioo 
charged upon the conihatanta aud dipperaed 
thorn after mailing a number of arreata. 

Prince August of S>xe-Coburg-Gotha waa 
married yesterday in Vienna to hia couain, 
ArchiiuohcbS Carolina Maria Immaculata. 
The ceremony waa porformtd by the Arch- 
bishop of Vienna. Emperor Francis Joseph 
and the Austrian court were present;. 
August Leopold of Saxo-Coburg-Gotha is a 
distant cousin of Queen Victoria on the 
fathei'a Bide, being tne second son of the 
late Prince Augustus of Sixo-Coburg aud 
Princess Leopoldino, daughter of the lato 
Emperor of Braz'l. Ho was born at Kio 
Di CBinber G, 1867, and like his father is a 
sailor, although the fall of the Brazilian em- 
pire forced him to seek service in tho Auatro- 
Hung*rian navy. In hia adopted country 
he met his future wife, tho aecond daughter 
of the late Archduke Carl Salvatnr of Tus- 
oany, who was born September 5, 1SU9 

Rival tneetiogs of the sapporters of M. 
Stambuloff and of the opposition party in 
Balgaria were held last night at So6a. 
After the meeting i.he two paife ea came to- 
gether and a ooufliot followed. The fight 
was fierce and a number of revolver shots 
were fired. One man was shot and a num- 
ber of others wore injured. The viocorloua 
Stambuloff party proceeded to the home of 
their leader, where they made a demonstra- 
tion. M. Stambuloff then asked them for 
thoir loyal support, and made a speeoh in 
which there were many aiguiflcantreferencea. 
At u late hour rioticg wua rtnowed and tho 
rioters were chargeu on by the police be- 
fore they could be dispersed. 

Conflicting reports are in circulation in 
France in regard to tho invention which M. 
Turpiu, tho inventor of melinite, ia said to 
havesold to Germany for 5, OOO.CKX) franca. 
One report describes tho engine of warfare 
as conaiating of a mitrailleuse and aholla 
having automatic means of traoaportatiou. 
The gun Oiu bo turned in any direction while 
rapidly discharging '20,000 shots over li.OOD 
equaro metres of ground, and ia said to be 
loaded automatically by anelectrical motor. 
The shells emit stifling fumes after etploaion. 
It ia aaid that Turpin lias caused tho circu- 
lation of reports of sale in order to compel 
the French government to buy. 

The court-martial at Palermo, Sicily, be- 
fore whioh Deputy Guiseppo de Felice and a 
number of minor chiefa of the Faeci del La- 
voratori have been tried, pronounced the 
sentencea yesterday. Deputy FoUco was 
sentenced to eighteen years' solitary con- 
finement and to three years' police supervla- 
ion. Three were aontenced to 12 yea -a solitary 
confinement, one to ten year^ and another 
1 1 five years. All were also deprived of 
thn r right to take part in public functiona. 
Tbe other sentences ranged from one to 
three years. Bombs were exploded simui- 
tantoQsly last night in front of the offices of 
the Italian ministers of justice and war. 
Th« city wed shaken like an earthquake. 
Huodreaa of windows were broken. Xt was 
done by anarchists to empfaaflze their dis- 
approval of the sentences of De Felice and 
associates.

THEJ SOUTH WAED SCHOOL 

Ollloliill.v Visited by. the Superintendent of 
Kilueiii 1(111— UeBcrlptlon of This Latest 
Aililltlou tu School BullUluKS. 

An ofKitial visit waa paid the new South 
ward school yettorday afternoon by Dr. 
Pope, superintendent of eduoation, Mr. VY. 
Ridgway Wilson, tbe arohiteot, several 
members of the Public School Board aud 
others Interested In the cause of education. 
General satisfaction with the doaign and 
c >nBtruotion uf the building waa expressed, 
and the inspecting party congratulated each 
other and the city upon the acquisition of a 
building BO desirable for tho accommodfttlon 
of tho school-going children of the South 
ward. It ia expected that tho closing exer- 
cises cf tho High and C'outral achools will 
this summer bo held in tho tino assembly 
r om of this now aohool, where also several 
of tha midsmmmer examinations are to bo 
I d. Tho Noitl; ward aohool will not bo 
completed f.)r Bomo weoka yet. 

When aakod yeaterday if ho waa satitfied 
with tho execution of hia design, and if so 
would give a.^mo description of tho oom- 
plotod school, Arohiteot Wilson said: 

' Now that th') much abused South ward 
school building ia completo aud ablo to 
apeak for itaelf to the nou profeaaional mind, 
a few remarks, would not I suppose, bo in- 
appropriato. In tho Brat place the number 
and cubical contents of tho various rooms 
and tho total coat of tho building having 
been praoticilly settled by tho trustees, it 
was manifest to any practical mind that 
even with the rooms grouped in the moat 
eoonomioal way, there were but two couraos 
open to tho architect — a comparatively 
plain building with simple but lirst-claaa 
oonatruction and fiiiiah iu every detail, or 
an ornamental building with construction 
and tinish of tho cheapest. It soemod to nie 
that the former was the only proper oourao 
to pursue, and I acted upon it accordingly. 

"Another important point, which praoti- 
cally formed tho key to tho whole arrange- 
ment, was that I decided that every class 
room should be equally lighted on two eidoa, 
and so arrauged cbat in every room tbe light 
ahould be behind and to the Ufb of the 
scholars, and also that the assembly room — 
which is sstimated to acoommodate 58G 
people — must decidedly be upon the stoand 
floor, and as easy tf exit aa possible. I 
might alao add that each floor has an en- 
tirely separate entranee, and also for cases 
of emergenoy there are ether exits at either 
end of the building. There is a separate 
cloak lobby for each class room and two 
drinking fountains on each floor, as well as 
in tho playgrounds. 

" There are covered playgrounds for the 
dilforent sexes under each end of thu build- 
ing, open all round, so that they form a cool 
soeltor from tho sun iu summer and tho rain 
in the wot season. Tlio centre of I he build- 
ing is d- voted to fuel room, warm air fur- 
niicea and aanitary acc< mmodation, tho 
latter being kept entirely separated for tho 
two sexes. The closets are automatic Uuah 
trough olosets, thereby preventing any pos- 
sibility of being put out of order by the 
children. 

•• Aa to tho heating arrangements, ao 
much haa been said already that I need only 
say that the ayatem of heating and ventila- 
tion ia what ia known aa tho Smead k Dowd 
combined, whioh I looked into moat thor- 
oughly butoro recommending to tho truateea. 
I feel satisSed that with ordinary caro it 
cannot bo but a success, and it his at least 
this advantage, that there ia no water in 
connection with it to frerza just when it ia 
most needed ; the system is one that has 
given general satisfaction in a large number 
of aohools throughout Canada and the Unit- 
ed States, including three in ^the city of 
Vancouver. 

" Tho question of style is SO largely a 
matter of opinion iu a plain building of thia 
class, that I will not venture to present my 
views. I have only tried lo clothe the plan 
with as pleasing an exterior aa tho funds 
would allow, and I leave it for the public to 
f 01 m their -own'opinioa as to bow well I have 
succeeded. Tbe contract has I believe been 
very faitiiftflly oiirrlfd out by Mr. J, O. 
Brown, and it is tbe conclusion of all practi- 
cal men that a better has not been executed 
in Victoria. I wonld say in conclusion that 
I have been ably assisted by Mr. Thomas 
Bryce, the clerk of the works."

A aOOD SUGGESTION. 

To TiiK ICditiiR : — The floods that huvu 
bfcc3n ])ourin(^ in over the Fruaer river lanilu 
duriDg ihu puat few duys, ciiusinj: doatruc- 
tion to priiperty tind even to life ilaolf, 
while iiriii^ing loaa and iinaory to nimiy un- 
fortuimie aeiilera on the tiooded lands, cm- 
not but be regarded aa a genera! calamity, 
of a most oerioua character. 

For many yeara the farniera in MtttK|ui, 
Chilliivuck, and other parta alFooted, have 
patiently plodded along under the most try- 
ing dilfioultiea, chiefly owing to the ever- 
exiating danger of tlooda. 

It is of couroQ well Itnown that various 
Bchemea for dyking and reclaiming the 
aQected landa have boon tried, and (alaa ! 
too of'en) found wanting. Abioliito ruin to 
many, dishearteninK and diacouraging to 
others, sufBoieot to deter thorn from making 
any further efforts to accomplish a taek 
wbicb can now only be looked upon ua hope- 
less, a very grave matter is thus presented 
to the country. It goes without sayiag that 
our agrionltural lands, so far as developed, 
are quite ioadrquate to the requirements of 
an inoreasirg papulation. 

Large trauts of land in the flooded dis- 
tricta can only be effeotualiy brought into 
cultivation by a thoroaffh and complete 
ayatem of dyking, not *' tinkering," but 
upon a aoheme well defined by the moat 
competent experts. The cost of suoh work, 
oven if considerable, would in time prove a 
Bound invesinient for the Province, and niy 
object in calling attention t" it, ia to eug- 
geat that an opportunity haa now arrived 
whereby a large and important section of 
the country can bo materially beoetited. 

Legialation, no doubt, would bo neooaaary 
to deal with the exiating liws pertain- 
ing to dyking, ljut the Governnii-nt, 
recognizing a serioua rcaponoibility, might 
aafoly consider a achomo for dealing 
geuerally with the large aeotiona of land 
alleclf^d by the lUodp; and to enable it to 
carry it out, could readily borrow ita re- 
<iuireinenta on ejay terma, recouping itaelf 
by special tax upon the districts benefited, 
by the impnaition of a tax for intereat and 
sinking fund. 

While ful'y realizing the fact that the 
cnnsutnmation of suoh a scheme could only 
be attained by the consent of the property 
owners and subsfquent legisiatioD, I fool 
confident that if the matter were taken up 
and dealt with in a broad and liberal spirit, 
with that object in view, the benefits to the 
Province and particularly to the sections 
interested, would be incalculable. I am 
confident therefore the country would hail 
with satisfaction an intimation that early 
action in thia important matter is in con- 
templation by the Uovernmont of the Prov- 
ince. R. W.

The above letter of our highly esteemed 

correspondent contains a timely and very 
valuable sutgi'stion. Ho does not wusto 
time in deploring the loss to property and 
life whioh the floods are causing. With tho 
courage and the enterprise oharaotesistic of 
the true Briton he, before the waters have 
ceased thoir destructive work, looks about 
him to see if anything c^n be done to pro- 
vent a rccurrenci.- of tho misfortune. He 
fears that private cnterprian will not readily 
undertake to reclaim the flooded lands and 
build new barriers against the future inva- 
sions of the river. He considers 
that |the work can be done 
moat apuedily and moat tllectively by 
Government, and thai, too, ivithout mate- 
rially adding to tho burdons to be borno by 
the people of the Province. The flooded 
lands, if properly drained and made safe 
from inundation by Bcientlflcally construoted 
dykes, would be very valuable indeed, and 
could soon be made to pay the full cost of 
all improvemonta. Thia appears to us n 
foaaiblo Bobeme. Aa the oliject, of tho work 
Is not only to add to the cultivatible land of 
the Province, but to preserve property and 
life from threatened danger and from de- 
struction, it should we think be done by tho 
Govornnient or under tho direct super- 
vision of Government. 

It is evident that all dykes built to keep 
out the waters of the Fraser should be 
built as strong and as well as tho 
skill of man can build them. Those engaged 
in thriir ocnstruotion should not bo exposed 
i;o tho temptation of making money by 
alighting tho work. Capacity to resist the 
proasuro of tho water when tho river ia at 
its highest point and rushing with tho great- 
est force, should be tho only object of the 
constructors of future dykes. Every part 
of the work should not only bo doaigned by 
the highest skill but construoted with tho 
greatest possible cure. Thia can only be 
done by men who have no commorcial intor- 
ost in the work. It seoma to us that such 
work can badoneinsuohaway bynonobutlhc 
very best men tbat the Government can em. 
ploy. It must be borne in mind that this 
mode of building dykes is not only tho best 



aa far as strength and durability are ocn- 
corned, but tho most economical. In view 
of tho damago now beinc; done, tho intoUi- 
gont reader must see that it would 
hikva boon good economy to have 
paid a great deal more for bnildiog 
dykes of greater resisting power ab Matequi 
than was paid for those that have just given 
way. 

Wo beliovo that a very largo majority of 
tho people of thia Provinoo, when thoy 
think the matter over, will be of opinion 
that tho construction of new dykes as bar- 
riers against tho onoroaohmonts of tho 
Fraaor ahould bo undertaken by tho Gov- 
ernment. And wo believe, too, that 
if the right men are returned to 
tho next Legislative Assembly — nion 
of intelligenoe, of enlightened views, 
of enterprise and of experience in 
carrying outi great undertakings — tho dyking 
of the Fraser will bo made a public under 
taking, and will bo carried out in such a 
way aa will ensure to the future inhabitants 
of tho valley of tho Fraser river aafoly both 
of life and properly. 

SENSELESS POLITICS AND GAM- 
PA tON Lias. 

The Times and tho Opposition ought to 
have better aonso than to try to impose 
upon a sensible public such transparent 
nonaouse aa they are regaling their readers 
with, ao as to make points ugainat tho Gov- 
ernment. They should reflect that tho 
people are not fools, but thinking men and 
women. For inatuuce, when Mr. Brown 
found that ho must (juit politics or tho posi- 
tion of poatinaator, hia retirement was im- 
mediately ascribed to the influence of tho 
Local (iovornnieut. 

Then as to tho imprisoniront of their 
leader, Mr. Cotton, for contempt of 
court, in refusing to disclose, upon 
tho demand of hia judgment creditor, Mr. 
Gordon, who are the true owners of the 
News. Advertiser, a journal edited and 
j published under tho exclusive control of 
Mr. Cotton, it ia sought tobe laidat the door 
of Mr. Davie and the Government. 



So, with Mr. Vates, who has recently re- 
tired from the position of school trustee in 
Victoria, the pofalio is informed by a corro- 
spondont of tho Times, last evening, that 
" a paternal government has declared tliat 
School Trustee Vates ia unfit and dis- 
qualified to render service any longer 
upon the school board of the city. " 
The truth is that the Attorney- 
General at the request of the Board of 
Truateea has given a decided opin- 
ion that Mr. Vatea is fully quali- 
fied to serve as a trustee. The 
school law very properly provides 
that a school trustee must be a resident of 
tho district for which he is trustee. If this 
were not the law, a school trustee for Vic- 
toria might reside in Vancouver or Nanai- 
mo, ond vice versa. With Mr. Yatea tho 
case ia that ho haa two locations which may 
both be termed his residence, one in the city 
where he carries on his business and resides 
during the day, the other just outside tho 
city, where he retires with his family after 
business hours 

Under these eircumatancea it atauds to 
reason that Mr. ^ atea ia fully ({ualitied for 
a trustee for Victoria city, under a law 
whioh requires that a trustee must be resi- 
dent of the city. This is tho kind 
of stuff which Opposition scribblers writo 
up and call their " campaign literaluro," 
Some people call thorn " campaign lies " — 
anything for tlio time being, whioh may de- 
lude tho unthinking, liut they forget that 
the unthinking are largely in tho minority. 
This is what accounts for the Times and ita 
party being invariably " snowed under " by 
the good sense of the people, when election 
times come to band. 

One might think that the "campaign lie" 
would hardly be trotted out for service, 
when dealing with the facts relating to tho 
distressing calamity, whioh has befallen 
tho flooded districts on tho Fruaor 
river and to whose aiaiBtance tho Govern- 
ment promptly oime by chartering 
tho steamer Transfer for the saving of 
property and the relief of distress. Even tho 
Times] dispatches of last evening were full of 
inatances of tho good which the Government 
steamer is doing. Vet the evening bofor 
(and the Opposition papers on tlio MaiiiUiud 
have tho aumo thing) false and misleading 
reports aro hatched up with the object of 
showing that the Government had refused 
to charter a steamer to go to the aid of 
tho distressed settlers. As shown by our 
dispatchoa in another coliimn, the Preriiii 
himself was on band directing iiialtors, and 
ougBgod further ussistanco for tho ilia- 
tressed settlers. The settlers, who have 
benefited and will benefit by the 
prompt relief measures adopted by 
the Govornment, and those who live on the 
spot and see what is going on, will know 
how to deal with thoso detruotora, of f^ood 
government. They will know how to dis 
tinguish between a government guided by 
one honest endeavor to adopt practical 
measures for the benefit of the masses, and 
an Opposition, which lies sluggishly by, 
originatoa or does nothing of aorvico to tho 
|)eoplo or tho suirorora but indulgoo iu I>iog 
atulemenls and seeks to create discontent, 
and to hamper the efforts being put forward 
for ovory good work which the Government 
institutes. 



without the wholesome chock which the 
meeting of the Legislature alTorda. Beaides, 
in a province like British Columbia, where 
the Legislative Assembly is obliged 
to do the wotk whioh in most of 
the other provinces is done by mnnioipal 
bodies, it would be exceedingly inconvenient 
to allow matters to run for two years without 
any other authority than that of the Exeou- 
bive Council. Too much, wo think, is said 
about the expeoBO of annual sessions of the 
Legislature, and too little stress is laid upon 
th*j abuses which biennial sessions would bo 
euro to create, and of tho inconvenience 
which tho people would sufrer from being 
ooinpoUed to allow ao long a lime to elapse 
before they could appeal to the Legislature 
for help iu emergencies, and for redress of 
grievancaa. Besides, crowding the work of 
two sessions into one would be the cause of 
much crude and haaly legislntion and bo an 
oxcuao for neglect aa well as haste. It eoeinb 
to ua that tho money which would be saved 
by convening the Legislature only once in 
two years would be more than counterbal- 
anced by the inconveniences and the abuses 
to which the infrequent meeting of the re- 
presentatives of the people would be sure to 
give rlso. 

PL A T FORM MA KINO. 

The Vancouver No ws- Advertiser appears 
to bo engaged in cnnatriictiiig a now plat- 
form for tho Opposition. Whether or not it 
has authority to engage in this work we do 
not know, but wo have no doubt that it 
sees tho necosaity of tho Oppoaition having 
Bomo kind of policy before it aska the 
oloetora to aupport it at the polla. 'I'ho 
Advertiaei'd achomo of roiiruteutation con- 
taina nolhiog startlingly original. It is not 
representation by population, and it ia not 
proportional representation. Its divisions 
are arbitrary and givo the amplest scope 
for future gerrymandering. In Wednesday's 
isEueitpubliahestotho world its plank on the 
Chinese labor quoatiou. Here, again, its 
want of originality is the prin- 
cipal feature. It simply gives its 
adherence to the state of things that 
now obtains with regird to employment of 
Chinese. It excludoa them from all uorka 
undertaken by (^overniodil or to whioli 
I Government; gives Ub aid, but it leaves 
private individuala and corporations at 
liberty to employ them as often and aa 
freely as they see fit. What will the Na- 
naimo Oppositionists think of this part of 
the Nows-Advertiaer'a progrumme 't With 
regard to representation, the Nowa-Adver- 
tiaer ignorea one of tho principal plucks of 
tho Union HaU platform, and iu ttio matter 
of Chinese labor it flisa in the face of the 
Nanaimo Opposition programme. Is it 
possible that the editor of the News-Adver- 
tiser is aaauniing tho role of dictator to the 
Opposition '.' Doea ho presume to lord it 
over b:)!,h the wage-earners of Vancouver 
and tho Opposiliouiata of Nunaimo '.' 

ALMOST ANARCHY. 

The labor troubles in the United States 
are exceedingly serious. The strikers in 

Colorado are at war with tho Ffideral 
authorities, and they aro hacked up by that 
wonderful man, Governor Waile. Tho 
strikers are armel and drilled, and they 
attack the deputy marabala in military 
order. They have even organizsi a com- 
pany of cavalry. Lives have been lost in 
their encounters with the authoi ities. After 
the engagements each side cuunta its killed 
and wounded. Tho war has not been very 
sanguinary, ao far, but there is no knowing 
what it may come to. When men take up 
arma to prevent their fellow altyaxa 
exercising their lawful rights, and 
when the authorities, whoso tirst liuty 
it ia to protect life and property, 
not only fail to do their duty but actually 
aid and abet the tho violators of the law, 
there is no telling what may bo tho out- 
come of suoh a state of things. Here is the 
latest telegram from the seat of war, and 
from it tlin reader can judge for himself of 
the Hlate of thiiig» that Exists at Cripple 
Creek, and in the Slate of Colorado gen- 
erally, 

Cnii'ri.E CnKKK, May '29 — Tho deputies 
and strikers are a til I keeping ut aeate diutaiicu 
from each other. Both sides are exertii g 
every cffdrt to increase their nutidiera, the 
fltrikiuH uaing in some iostanciiB loadeil Win- 
uheatero as arguments. Tiiu Blriliers be- 
come bdldtr and more hisolent i^very day. 
All tlie Bri\aller towns are completely huIj- 
jecitti, and a., me tleindnritralioii hui} been 
made at Cripple Creek. There ie 
uoihiiig miinly in tho attitude of the 
atriUera. Vastly outnumbering the non 
combatant portion, and being heavily 
armed, thoy have conliscnted nearly all the 
lireijiiiiu owned by iiidividualH. t^msciiHia 
alike ol their own strength and of the weak 
necH of the inhabitants, they conduct thciii- 
selvisiuan overbearing manner und exact 
conduct on tbo part of the inhubitunta 
that is little short of abject servitude. To 
day a party entered Mound City, and at tho 
point of U'incheaters forced two union men, 
who believe in the union, but do not bo- 
licvo in carrj ing arms in violation of law, 
together with a non-union man to go to 
Bull hill. The general improsaion hoio is 
that the (|uestion will bo sotiied by a terrible 
conflict, and the people anxiously await the 
end. To the credit of the strikers It can 
be said that in some of the oampa thoy have 
closed every saloon and placed guards over 
them.

Mr. Iveene, a ri.iaaionary, who in- 
formed him that such a atcainer had 
not, touched there ainco Novemhcr 
and that ho had no reason to look for one 
before . I Illy. Mr. Keeno also informed the 
c iplainof (juite a severe shock of ourtbi|uake 
foil there in April. The shock c.uGod no 
damnge, but waa auliiciontly severe to shake 
all the houses of the roaidenls. From Maa- 
set Capt. Maoauley started for Victoria, 
oiUing on hia way at a NVeat Coast point to 
land his Indian huutera. When at Kyak 
last month, where ho had gone for water, 
Capt. Macauley,.heard of tho wreck of the 
schooner Undaunted, which is now a com- 
plete wreck, ice and gales of Wind having 
destroyed her entirely.

Bat the Jury TUouffht He Was a 
Burglar Just the 
Same. 



The third day of the Spring asaizes opened 
with the oonuideration of Ref^Ina vs. Hailey, 

burglnry, the chargo being that on the 19-h 
day of May tho priaoner entered the dwell- 
ing of G. A. Morphy and removed sundry 
articles of value, among which were a gold 
watch and ohaia and some coins. John G. 
Tbompaoo, John Hunt, Albert Wills, Janies 
Skinner, Thomas Adams, D. McLaughlin, 
J»mea Tagg, W. Sullivan, Colin Cameron, 
J. C. Richards, James Brico and P. J. Hall 
were selected as a jury. Mr. Cassidy opened 
with a review of the case, nnd called David 
PaCtorson, bookkeeper, and a resident of ill 
Blanchard street, where tho burglary was 
committed. Witness had been awakened at 
4:20 on the morning of the lOih, and on 
torniDg round in bis bed had aeon a man hurry- 
ing out of the room. Mr. Morphy waa sleup 
ing in the room at the time. Xho mun'd fiiL'(! 
was turned in profile and ho hud to p.iss 
witnoea in getting out. Hearing the door 
slam witness got up, went to the dour, und 
atiw a man runnini; down tho sidewulk. He 
made no noi8o. Witucaa nnd hia conjp j,tiiunu 
went out to look for tho man, and un tlmi;- 
returu had eearclictl tliuir ijockoie. \\'itiu->.s 
had niiaaed money to the NUiount of lifiy 
cents, '_'") cents in Cunudian money and nu 
Ivinlidh shilling of tlio yuar IS'Jl, of tht; 
Juhileo mintugu — an unubu.il coiu, only re- 
ceived tho diy hcforo. 

Then all hands hud gone out in tho street 
ay iin. 0>'er toward V lew etreot they saw 
a man. This man paused and after looking 
at the crowd began to atugger, passed, and 
turned down Yates stroet toivard the Do- 
minion hotel. Ho tried to get into the 
Dominion hotel but failed, and passed on 
down the s'reet. Ho paused and looked in 
.iLll'ree'a storo window. At this time Ser- 
geant Lovin and Ollicer Palmer c.uiie up the 
street. Tho man walked all right by this 
time. The priaoner went into the Vancou- 
ver house and was followed by tho officer. 
In a moment they camo out and the prisoner 
was hailed by Sergeant Levin. All Imd 
again entered tho s iloon and the prisoner 
was asked to produce hia money. Among 
tho coins waa tho shilling which tho wilneiia 
knew. Mr. Morphy h'ul Icat a fifty cont 
piece, and such a piece wus found among the 
coiua. At the police statiou the prisoner 
waa searched, $1 15 being found on him and 
some Japanese toothpicks, auob as were in 
the hoase at the time. 

RitnrniDg to the hooae with Sergeant 
Levin, attention was called to the foot- 
prints under the window, and evidently 
mide by a large man's boot. 

The cross-rxamination by Mr. Gregory for 
the defence hinged first on the identifica- 
tion of the coin. This was handed to the 
counael for the defence and passed to tho 
jury, then bunded back to the witness, who 
again thought it waa the s-ime. With a 
Horman-liko grace and rapidity, Mr. Greg- 
ory began to pluck similar coins from the 
air, hie sleeves, pockets, tho table, until a 
Btorm of them pouted in. Ho then stated 
that tho coiu handed to tho witness wua 
not the original, now mi.xsd up iu the pile. 
These were handed to the jury and iuEpccttd 
with ouriosity. 

Mr. David Doig, teller of tho bank of B 
N. A. waa called: about foOO worth of ailver 
money paaaea through hia hands each day. 
Outaide of the .Jubilee coiu very few coins 
had passed under bii obeervation, some 
half dozen in all. 

Henry ^^. Howard, one of the party liv- 
ing at 111 Blanchard, gave in detail a simi- 
lar story to that of thn drst witness. At 
this point the court took a recess until 2;.3U 
p.m. 

On re-nsaembliDK, 6. A. Morpby toolc the 
chair and recited Uie stoiy of the loss of his 
gold watoh and chain, valued at $125, and 
75 cents in money. Had visited the window 
of the store when the prisoner paosed. It 
was empty. Regarding the shiliiog witness 
hud visited several banks. A search for 
sjch coins resulted in nooo being found, 

Mr. James Mulckay, bartender ot the 
Vancouver, described tfie visit of tho 
'Prisoner to his bar and the cfiort to spend 
the shilliDij waa tendered in payment 

for a glass of beet -'•P'-'' refused. Just then 
the cfEoars came in. 

Sergeant Lsvln then took the stand and 
dvicribed the arrest of tho priaoner, who 
had given confused stateir.ents as to hia 
movements on the night in Question, He 
stated first that he had slept at the Cale- 
donia hotel, and afterward ebanged this and 
said he slept wherever the night fonnd him, 

After the prisoner was searched, f.UBees 
had taken bis (priaoner's) boote and fitted 
them to the track under the window. The 
measurement was the eame. This consti- 
tuted the case for the Crown, and tho do- 
fence called Arthur Smith, lookemiih and 
coin collector. He stated that suoh ahil- 
linga as the one producfd were the only series 
coined from 1887 to 1892. 

Wm. Hurd, barkeeper at tho Caledonia 
saloon, stated that h» had given such a shil- 
ling to the priaonor a few days before the 
arrest. Ho had also taken many similar 
ouca over tho bar. 

Under cross examination by tho Crown, 
wilneea admitted that ho bad been oonvioted 
about throe years ago for interfering with 
the police in tho line of thoir duty. 

H. Haynes, clerk at the liiuk of Britioh 
Columbia, had often noticed such coiua as 
tho shilling produced ; had found eight auch 
recently iu counting over tho ailver in tho 
bank. 

J. C. Vans, of tho Empire restaurant, 
know tho prieouor ; ho had taken nieula at 
the restaurant. I'ho tooth picks there wore 
tbp niuno as those found on the prisoner. 

Th I prisoner Hoiley was then called to 
the bus. He had received tho ahillitg from 
the b-irtender at the Caledonia saloon. On 
the night in qnestion \iaA been drinking, 
went to bed, ooald not sleep, and went tor 
a walk, wbile returning met the first wit- 
nen'es. 

Craa (-examined : Slept tbah uight at the 
Caledonia. Have been in Victoria for a 
month. Came from Port Townsend. Some 
card havins various addresses, (Mr. Lowe, 
S. O'Brien, Jaokson, 8. O. B., 37 Qaebeo; 
C. W. R. 166,Yatee; W. R. J.,76Ghatbami) 
wore produced ns being found on the 
prisoner. \VllncRn explained that ho and u 
man named Jim Kelly hud arranged to go 
into partnership in a fnrcituro polishing and 
repairing business, and these were memo- 
randa of places they bad agreed that Kelly 
should visit. 

After a brief argument the case went to 
I lie jury, after 'i chargo from the 
judge favoring rather strongly tho prost-

oution. At. 6:30, no verdict having been 
reached, the court ad jiurnrd until 8 pm, 

The court reaasemled at 8 o'olook, and in 
a few minutes the foreman of the jury an- 
nouncid that ihiy woald like to have tie 
evtdenue relating to the arreac of tbn pris- 
oner read over. This waa done and , they 
again retired. Daly a few minutes haii 
pisBod when a knock was heard, and the 
jury filed in. A verdict ef " giiilty, with a 
recomm<ndatioa b> meroy," was renderer', 
and the court adjourned, not, however, be- 
fore » notice of appeal had been given.

ui'iunitany no'icn of tho fraud, advanced 
up.>u it — -1 h'8 mortgage tho dtfoodant 
.■■t»ii to [Its I'll'. N o'-t ithatnnding thosciiaua 
raturu of th« churi^eB niadf in tho pleadings, 
iji'divinc 'ho crimiiml elTenoo of deceiving 
t'lu regiHTur anil inaUiog a false declaration 
of ovviierfiliip, I he detendinta did not ap- 
pour at the triiil to i- introvert the case 
of t!iii jilaint (f, which, besidca tho above 
buru f.-icti', disclosed a hetrnyal on tho part 
of tho defendant, J. H. (_lill, of tho con- 
tSdonce. generosity and frienilahip of tho 
pl iin'MT, which it would be more than ditii 
cult tu imagine. The plaintitf must have 
judgment oancelling the deed in question, 
as not the delivered deed of the plaintiff 
and tho registration of title in the de- 
fendant J. H. Gill, and as the plaintiff bns 
paid off the mortgage also oancelling all sab- 
sequent regittrationa In the Land Registry 
otiice. The defendants to pay to tho pluin- 
ti6f all his. coats of the action. It may not 
ha amiaa in the interests of the public to call 
attentioa to seetion 97, oap. 164, revised 
statutes of Canada, whioh seems framed to 
include oases of this deeoription.

Near by are located 
the cotnpmy'a oliices ; the aheda and slidea 
for trantferring the coal ; the power house 
for the subterranean electric tram way, which 
brings along the coal under the bay from 
Protection ialand ; also near the shufo are 
the Btttblea fi)r the accommodation of mulea 
and horsea w hen they "re allowed to come 
up out of the mine. Viaitors may obtain 
permission to descend the abaft by applying 
to the manager of the mines — Mr. Rubins. 

Recently the City electric power-house 
waa burned down. The eleotrie light ia now 
tempnrHrily supplied for the city from a 
dynumo attached to the powerful engine in 
the VftBOruver Coal Company'a power- 
house. The engine Is large and nec!:uaaTily 
a firot-class mochioe. The city has greatly 
increased lu population within the past few 
years ; hho in public buildings, churches, 
iiiachioe she pa, foundries, etc. The New 
Vancouver ( ual Company, in and about 
their mines ut Nauuimo, Southfleld, Chase 
and Is on hti' UJ, i-mploys about l.'iOO persons. 

Sheuld iuti'i.ding visitors to this iiitereel- 
ing ioc iliiy bi) oio'.vdeii for time, l hey can 
leave Victorm a' S o'clock a.m. for Nnnaimu 
or \\ cilmgron, reaching the latter ti.'.vn, 
five miles b-yond Nanaimo, at \'2:\ i 'J'liey 
will there li;id a live mining fown of about 
•_VilJ() iniiabitanls. Abou' SOO miners are 
employed by the Mesara. Dunamuir al the 
Welling'OLi' iiiitifs, -,vith about lnO 
Ciiin(fi! V. nrl 'iig around. The minora have 
bull! about ini) houEen during the past year 
ot prices for the la-id varying from SloU to 
■3'.ill(l per lot of 70 feel by lO'j. Seventy- 
file acres of land have b^en laid out ae a 
lownsite on Longlake. The wages of the 
mioera avorago about $1! per day. 

The output of tho Wellington mines ia 
stated at from 1,4(J0 to 1,500 tons per day. 
The coal is hauled by train about three 
milts to Daparturo Bay. J. Kryden is 
general manager and Alexander Sharp mine 
superintendent. The Wellington roiuea 
were opened about twenty years Ago. About 
100 mulea are required tor underground 
work and some 30 or 40 boraea. The mules 
coat about ^200 each and the horees from 
$60 to 870 -each. There are a Catholic 
ohnroh and several Protestant churches in 
the village. At the Departure Bay wharf 
arc a number of obutea for loading vo!.<Eula. 
The large ateam collier Coata Rica whs 
nearly loaded at the time the Joon passed 
on the trip now being described. Tho load, 
2,li00 toDH, was dealinod for San FranciEco, 
This vessel and the Wellington, another of 
tho same capacity, belong to the Messrs. 
Dunamuir and make regular trips tho year 
round to San Franciaco to supply coal under 
contract to the overland U S. railwoya. Tho 
Canadian PaciBo liailwoy Company's China 
steamers are also supplied at tho rate of 
abont 000 tone per week from Departure 
Bay. The trade Is brisk.

WHERKA3. In aocordanoe with the provi- 
aiona of tho Municipal Act. 1892, and amonda- 
tory Acta thereto, tho Couno'l is empowered to 
make, alter and repeal by-lawa inter alia lo 
licenao, regulate and govern hawkers and pod- 
dlors in such manner as may be deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Therefore, tho Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the City ot Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows 

1. Tho nawkera and Peddlers Numbering 

Hy-hiw. 1893 (Vo. IfG), la hereby ropoalod. and 
tho following by.law aubstltulod therefor : 

2. Every Hawker or Peddler haw-king or 
pcddlinK w-ithin tho liralla of the C.ty of Vie- 
to- ia ahall pay a llconao fee of $30 for every alx 
months, aa provided by tho Revenue By-law,

3. Every Hawker or Peddler liconaed under 
the Revenue By-law, 1893, ahall at the time of 
the iasuo of his lleonso receive from tho Col-

CONSUJlPTlOiN AMONG CATTLE. 

Official Eiiierlnii'iitB Aniont: ('utile With 
Tuberculin -The 'rests .SucceHHrul. 

Stockton, May 31. — A few days ago Dr. 
Rpgglea, preaideut of the State Board of 
Health, and Dr. Orivia, a veterinary sur- 
geon, inoculated tuberculin into a herd of 
cows at tho Insano Aaylum to doterndne 
whether or not tho animals were uireotod 
with consumption. Tho temperature of the 
animals showed that several cows wore 
dieeaaed. Two of tho animals wore killed 
to-day and their lungs and other organs 
were closely exatnined by oiperirnontora 
aud several doctors connected with the 
asylum, and three veterinarica were present 
from other cities. Tho autnpay showed that 
the test was accurate and that tho animals 
were badly ulleoted with tuberculosis. Tho 
condition of tho lung.f of both animalu 
was surprising even to tho veterinarians, 
who were well read in the uao of tuberculin. 
One of the cowa was known to bo sick 
and was farrow, but the other was a tine 
looking Uolstein with a young cklf. The 
latter cow was in an advanced state of con- 
aumption. The teat will be further proved 
by killing other animals.

A boat will run down from tho 
Snake river thia evening, and to-morrow 
pasaengera and mails will bo convoyed from 
Umatilla by boat to Coiilo, thence by rail to 
Tho Dallea ; by boat from The Dalles to the 
Cascades and over tho Portage road to Bon- 
neville, thence by boat to Portland. The 
Union I'ower (^ompuny was compelled to 
cloao down (luring the afternoon, lerieusly 
crippling the street care service. 

From the Lnwer Columbia intelligenco 
cornea that operations have ceased at nearly 
all of the salmon canneries, and that fishing 
hua been suapendiHl and much damage ia 
feared. Among the farmers living along 
tho river a bad state of u Hairs ia reported. 
A great many housea and barn.4 are alloat, 
moored to tho banks, and their owners 
are fearful that the aw-ifi^ current will carry 
them away.

The flood 
waa duo to a rapid rise of Conoonully creek, 
which runs through iho town. The disuater 
occurred last Sundiiy mornint;. Saturday 
night tho entire inland einpiro experienced 
a ttrrilio Imhtning and rainstorm- It ia be- 
lieved by Conoonully men now here that 
there was a cloudburst, and that this swept 
away the dam at tho concentrator In the 
upper part of tho town. 

'I'he Spokane river rose un inoli laet night, 
but to-day hjs been at a standstill. It is 
thought that to day's hot weather may 
bring another small rise, although it ia be- 
lieved the worst ia over. The old Dent and 
Bradley bridge wont out this morning, but 
did no material damage to bridges below. 
On the Cii^ttr d'Alene branoh of the Union 
Pacific .35 miles of traok between Cataldo 
and Catcolit is under water.
